During the week ending 10th January 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 1053 living children, the deaths of 880 
persons, and 584 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 830. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 22°4 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 12°4, and the death-rate (corrected) 17-7. 

The birth-rate of the week is 3-0 more than in the previous week, but 0°2 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 15°8 less than in the previous week, and 16-0 
below the average. ‘The death-rate is 1°6 more than in the previous week, but 0-4 
below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 25:4 in Kilmarnock 
and 22°] in Dunfermline, to 9°3 in Coatbridge and 10°9 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw. Relatively high death-rates occurred in Ayr (20:8), in Aberdeen (19:0), 
in Glasgow (18-4) and in Edinburgh (18:1). In Dundee the rate was 16°6. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 34, and are 13 more than in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°7 per thousand. They include 
1 from enteric fever, 1 from measles, 2 from svarlet fever, 19 from whooping- 
cough (of which 17 occurred in Glasgow), 8 from diphtheria, and 3 from the 
diarrhosas of childhood. Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths 
from whooping-cough are 13 more, from measles 1 more, from scarlet fever 1 more, 
and from diphtheria'] more, but those from enteric fever number the same, while 
from the diarrhoeas of childhood they are 3 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 12, and are 5 more than in the previous week. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 208, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 4°4 per thousand. This death-rate is 0°9 more than in the 
previous week, and is 0:1 above the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 121, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 314. The former are 18 fewer than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 34 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 32, and are 5 fewer than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 34°°6, 
being 1°°6 below that for the previous week, and 5°°9 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. ‘The mean rainfall was 0°18 inch. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the corres- 
ponding weeks of the five preceding years. 
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During the week ending 17th January 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 906 living children, the deaths of 871 
persons, and 215 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 818. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 19°3 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 4:6, and the death-rate (corrected) 17:4. 

The birth-rate of the week is 3-1 less than in the previous week, and 2°3 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 7°8 less than in the previous week, and 1°7 
below the average. The death-rate is 0°3 less than in the previous week, and 0°8 
below the average. 

The weekly death-rate varied from 26°2 in Aberdeen and 22:7 in Perth, to 5:1 
in Hamilton and 8-0 in Motherwell and Wishaw. Relatively high death-rates 
occurred in Kirkcaldy (19-0), in Glasgow (189) and in Edinburgh (17:6). In 
Dundee the rate was 16:2. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 34, and are the same as in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°7 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 1 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 23 from whooping- 
cough (of which 22 occurred in Glasgow), 4 from diphtheria, and 4 from the 
diarrhosas of childhood. Compared with the uumber in the previous week, deaths 
from whooping-cough are 4 more, and from the diarrhceas of childhood 1 more, but 
those from scarlet fever number the same, while from diphtheria they are 4 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 9, and are 3 fewer than in the previous week. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 223, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 4°8 per thousand. This death-rate is 0°4 more than in the 
previous week, and is 0:1 above the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 112, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 317. The former are 9 fewer than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 3 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 35, and are 3 more than in the 
previous week, 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 40°'1, 
being 5°'5 above that for the previous week, and 1°-1 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°61 inch. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the corres- 
ponding weeks of the five preceding years. 
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During the week ending 24th January 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 936 living children, the deaths of 731 
persons, and 192 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 688. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 19°9 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 4°1, and the death-rate (corrected) 14°7. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°6 more than in the previous week, but 1°4 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 0°5 less than in the previous week, and 0-4 
below the average. The death-rate is 2°7 less than in the previous week, and 4°6 
below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 21‘1 in Perth and 
19°0 in Aberdeen, to 5°2 in Clydebank and 8:0 in Kilmarnock. Relatively high 
death-rates occurred in Coatbridge (18°6), in Dundee (16-6), in Greenock (15°8), in 
Glasgow (15°5) and in Dunfermline (15:2). In Edinburgh the rate was 13-0. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 35, and are 1 more than in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°7 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 1 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 20 from whooping- 
cough, 6 from diphtheria, and 5 from the diarrhoas of childhood. Compared with 
the number in the previous week, deaths from diphtheria are 2 more, from scarlet 
fever 1 more, and from the diarrhceas of childhood 1 more, but those from measles 
number the same, while from whooping-cough they are 3 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 10, and are | more than in the previous week. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 156, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 3°3 per thousand. This death-rate is 1°5 less than in the 
previous week, and is 1‘7 below the average, 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 95, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 268. The former are 17 fewer than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 49 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 28, and are 7 fewer than in the 
previous week. é

being the same as that for the previous week, but 1°°9 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°31 inch.

The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 788. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 20°6 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 4°8, and the death-rate (corrected) 16:8. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°7 more than in the previous week, but 0°6 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 0°7 more than in the previous week, but 0:2 
below the average. The death-rate is 2°1 more than in the previous week, but 3:5 
below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 21:1 in Perth and 
19‘7 in Aberdeen, to 8°4 in Clydebank and 11°6 in Motherwell and Wishaw. 
Relatively high death-rates occurred in Edinburgh (19°3), in Dunfermline (19:3), 
and in Dundee (17°8). In Glasgow the rate was 16:2. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 35, and are the same as in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0:7 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 1 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 18 from whooping- 
cough, 8 from diphtheria, and 7 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with 
the number in the previous week, deaths from diphtheria are 2 more, and from 
the diarrhceas of childhood 2 more, but those from measles number the same, while 
from scarlet fever they are 2 fewer, and from whooping-cough 2 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 10, and are the same as in the previous week. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 173, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 3°7 per thousand. This death-rate is 0:4 more than in the 
previous week, but is 1:8 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 111, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 313. The former are 16 more than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 45 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 29, and are 1 more than in the 
previous week, 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 35°°2, 
being 4°9 below that for the previous week, but 1°:1 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°31 inch.

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During the week ending 7th February 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 969 living children, the deaths of 823 
persons, and 322 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 787. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 20°6 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 6°9, and the death-rate (corrected) 16°8. 

The birth-rate of the week is the same asin the previous week, but 1°1 below 
the average.

These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°9 per thousand. ‘They include 
none from enteric fever, 1 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 28 from whooping- 
cough, of which 25 occurred in Glasgow, 3 from diphtheria, and 6 from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths 
from whooping-cough are 10 more, and from scarlet fever 1 more, but those from 
measles numbered the same, while from the diarrhceas of childhood they are 1 
fewer, and from diphtheria 5 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 14, and are 4 more than in the previous week. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 160, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 3°4 per thousand. This death-rate is 0°3 less than in the 
previous week, and is 1°9 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 121, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 289. The former are 10 more than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 24 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 25, and are 4 fewer than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 36°°7, 
being 1°°5 above that for the previous week, but 0°:1 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°66 inch.

(of which 25 occurred in Glasgow), 5 from diphtheria, and 9 from the diarrhoeas 
of childhood. Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths from 
whooping-cough are 4 more, and from the diarrhceas of childhood 2 more, but those 
from measles number the same, while from scarlet fever they are | fewer, and from 
diphtheria 5 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 29, and are 18 more than in the previous week, 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 205, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 4°4 per thousand. This death-rate is 0°9 more than in the 
previous week, and is 0:4 above the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 116, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 276. The former are 6 more than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 29 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 23, and are 4 more than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 37°°4, 
being 2°:1 below that for the previous week, but 5°:1 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°73 inch.

The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 940. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 21°3 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 5:8, and the death-rate (corrected) 20-0. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°4 more than in the previous week, but 0°4 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 0°4 more than in the previous week, but 0:2 
below the average. The death-rate is 2°8 more than in the previous week, and 2:0 
above the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 26:2 in Aberdeen 
and 24°4 in Coatbridge, to 9°4 in Clydebank and 11°4 in Falkirk. Relatively high 
death-rates occurred in Kirkcaldy (21:4), in Glasgow (20:9), and in Paisley (20°8). 
In Edinburgh the rate was 19°7, and in Dundee 18°7.

They numbered 88 and equal an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 1°9 per thousand. They include none from typhoid fever, 1 
from measles, 2 from searlet fever, 26 from whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, 46 
from influenza, 7 from cerebro-spinal fever, 1 from erysipelas, and 1 from encephalitis 
lethargica. Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths from influenza 
are 17 more, from scarlet fever 1 more, and from cerebro-spinal fever 1 more, but 
those from measles number the same, while from diphtheria they are 1 fewer, and 
from whooping-cough 4 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 211, and equalled an annual death-raie 
from these causes of 4°5 per thousand. This death-rate is 0'l1 more than in the 
previous week, and is 0°3 above the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 121, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 360. The former are 5 more than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 84 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 30, and are 7 more than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 38°:3, 
being 0°°9 above that for the previous week, and 1°°3 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year.

During the week ending 2nd May 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 958 living children, the deaths of 712 
persons, and 537 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 669. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 20°4 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 11:4, and the death-rate (corrected) 14:3. 

_ The birth-vate of the week is 2°7 less than in the previous week, and 2°7 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 3°6 more than in the previous week, and 1°6 
above the average. The death-rate is 0°3 more than in the previous week, but 0°7 
below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 19:4 in Ayr and 
185 in Falkirk, to 10°3 in Hamilton and 10°5 in Clydebank. Relatively high 
death-rates occurred in Dundee (18°4), in Perth (16-2), and in Coatbridge (15:1). 
In Glasgow and in Aberdeen the rate was 14°1, and in Edinburgh 13-7. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 20 of 
the Table, numbered 43, and are 10 fewer than in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°9 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 4 from measles, 4 from svarlet fever, 17 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 4 from diphtheria, 5 from influenza, 5 from cerebro-spinal fever, 3 from 
encephalitis lethargica, and 1 from erysipelas. Compared with the number in the 
previous week, deaths from measles are 3 more, from cerebro-spinal fever 2 more, 
and from other epidemic diseases 1 more, but those from diphtheria number the 
same, while from scarlet fever they are 2 fewer, from influenza 6 fewer, and from 
whooping-cough 8 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 115, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 2°4 per thousand. This death-rate is 0:2 less than in the 
previous week, and is 0°3 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 105, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 229. The former are 22 more than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 2 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 21, and are 20 fewer than in the 
previous week, 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 46°-0, 
being 1°°8 above that for the previous week, but 1°-2 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°28 inch. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the corres- 
ponding weeks of the five preceding years. 
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During the week ending 9th May 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 957 living children, the deaths of 676 
persons, and 173 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 625. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 20-4 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 3°7, and the death-rate (corrected) 13:3. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°1 less than in the previous week, and 2°4 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 7°8 less than in the previous week, and 6°8 
below the average. The death-rate is 10 less than in the previous week, and 1:4 
below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 17°5 in Dundee 
and 15°2 in Glasgow, to 5:2 in Clydebank and 7-7 in Hamilton. A relatively high 
death-rate occurred in Ayr (13°9). In Edinburgh it was 12-8, and in Aberdeen 11°8. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 20 of 
the Table, numbered 43, and are the same as in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0-9 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 3 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 19 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 6 from diphtheria, 4 from influenza, 5 from cerebro-spinal fever and 1 from 
erysipelas. Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths from whooping- 
cough are 2 more, from diphtheria 2 more, and from scarlet fever 1 more, but those 
from cerebro-spinal fever number the same, while from measles they are 1 fewer, 
from influenza 1 fewer, and from other epidemic diseases 3 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 88, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 1‘9 per thousand. This death-rate is 0:5 less than in the 
previous week, and is 0°7 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 93, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 241. The former are 12 fewer than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 12 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 22, and are 1 more than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 47°°6, 
being 1°°6 above that for the previous week, and 2°-8 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1-26 inch. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the corres- 
ponding weeks of the five preceding years. 
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During the week ending 16th May 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aygregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 1039 living children, the deaths of 643 
persons, and 119 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 586. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 22°] per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 2°5, and the death-rate (corrected) 12-5. 

The birth-rate of the week is 1°7 more than in the previous week, but 1°0 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 1-2 less than in the previous week, and 0-4 
below the average. The death-rate is 0°8 less than in the previous week, and 1°6 
below the average. 

Lhe weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 17-8 in Perth and 
17-4 in Coatbridge, to 6°3 in Clydebank and 7-7 in Hamilton. Relatively high 
death-rates occurred in Ayr (15-3), in Aberdeen (13'5), in Glasgow (13:1), and in 
Edinburgh (12°8), In Dundee the rate was 12:5. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 20 of 
the Table, numbered 40, and are 3 fewer than in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°9 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 3 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 18 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from influenza, 4 from cerebro-spinal fever, 3 from 
erysipelas, and 3 from lethargic encephalitis. Compared with the number in the 
previous week, deaths from lethargic encephalitis are 3 more, from erysipelas 2 more, 
and from influenza 2 more, but those from measles number the same, while from 
whooping-cough they are 1 fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 1 fewer, from scarlet 
fever 4 fewer, and from diphtheria 4 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 102, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 2:2 per thousand. This death-rate is 0:3 more than in the 
previous week, and is the same as the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 77, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 212. The former are 16 fewer than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 29 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 22, and are the same as in the 
previous week, ‘ 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 52°-7, 
being 5°*1 above that for the previous week, and 3°*7 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°64 inch. 


NOTE,—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the corres- 
ponding weeks .of the five preceding years, 
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During the week ending 23rd May 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 1003 living children, the deaths of 633 
persons, and 113 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 590. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 21-4 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 2°4, and the death-rate (corrected) 12:6. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°7 less than in the previous week, and 1:2 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 0-1 less than in the previous week, and 0:2 
below the average.

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 20 of 
the Table, numbered 37, and are 3 fewer than in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0-8 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 6 from measles, 1 from svarlet fever, 13 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 6 from influenza, 5 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 3 from 
other epidemic diseases, namely 2 from erysipelas and 1 from encephalitis lethargica. 
Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths from measles are 3 more, 
from diphtheria 1 more, and from cerebro-spinal fever 1 more, but those from 
scarlet fever and from influenza each number the same, while from other epidemic 
diseases they are 3 fewer, and from whooping-cough 5 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 75, and equalled an annual deati-rate 
from these causes of 1°6 per thousand. This death-rate is 0-6 less than in the 
previous week, and is 0°7 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 79, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 223. The former are 2 more than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 11 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 21, and are 1 fewer than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 48°°7, 
being 4°-0 below that for the previous week, and 3°:4 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0-26 inch.

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During the week ending 30th May 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 955 living children, the deaths of 673 
persons, and 118 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 625. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 20°3 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 2-5, and the death-rate (corrected) 13-3. 

The birth-rate of the week is 1:1 less than in the previous week, and 0:4 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 0°l1 more than in the previous week, but 0-4 
below the average. The death-rate is 0°7 more than in the previous week, and 0-3 
above the average.

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 20 of 
tne Table, numbered 40, and are 3 more than in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0:9 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 7 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 10 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 6 from diphtheria, 8 from influenza, 4 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 2 from 
other epidemic diseases, both of which were ascribed to erysipelas. Compared with 
the number in the previous week, deaths from diphtheria are 3 more, from scarlet 
fever 2 more, from influenza 2 more, and from measles 1 more, but those from 
cerebro-spinal fever are 1 fewer, from other epidemic diseases | fewer, and from 
whooping-cough 3 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 86, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 1°8 per thousand. This death-rate is 0-2 more than in the 
previous week, but is 0:5 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 86, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 220. The former are 7 more than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 3 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 24, and are 3 more than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 55°'0, 
being 6°°3 above that for the previous week, and 1°:4 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1-40 inch. 

NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the corres- 

ponding weeks of the five preceding years. 
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During the week ending 6th June 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated aggregate 
population of 2,447,500, the births of 1012 living children, the deaths of 637 
persons, and 466 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the 
exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 597. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 21°6 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 9-9, and the death-rate (corrected) 12:7, 

The birth-rate of the week is 1:3 more than in the previous week, and is the same 
as the average. The marriage-rate is 7°4 more than in the previous week, and 4:9 
above the average. The death-rate is 0°6 less than in the previous week, and 04 
below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 15'4 in Paisley, 15-4 
in Hamilton, 15°3 in Dundee, and 15:3 in Ayr, to 8°3 in Kirkcaldy and 8°5 in 
Falkirk.

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 20 of 
the Table, numbered 41, and are 1 more than in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°9 per thousand. They include 
none from enteric fever, 9 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 13 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 5 from influenza, 4 from cerebro-spinal fever, 3 from 
erysipelas, 1 from lethargic encephalitis, and 1 from acute poliomyelitis. Compared 
with the number in the previous week, deaths from whooping-cough are 3 more, from 
measles 2 more, from erysipelas 1 more, from lethargic encephalitis 1 more, and from 
acute poliomyelitis 1 more, but those from cerebro-spinal fever number the same, 
while from scarlet fever they are 1 fewer, from diphtheria 3 fewer, and from 
influenza 3 fewer.

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 48°°5, 
being 6°'5 below that for the previous week, and 8°°3 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1:71 inch.

These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°7 per thousand. ‘hey include 
none from typhoid fever, 9 from measles, none from scarlet fever, 6 from whooping- 
cough, 5 from diphtheria, 2 from influenza, 3 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 6 
from other epidemic diseases, of which 3 were ascribed to erysipelas, 2 to lethargic 
encephalitis, and 1 to dysentery. Compared with the number in the previous week, 
deaths from measles are 5 more, from other epidemic diseases 5 more, from diphtheria 
4 more, and from cerebro-spinal fever 3 more, but those from influenza number the 
same, while from scarlet fever they are 2 fewer, and from whooping-cough 2 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 68, and equalled an annual deati-rave 
from these causes of 1:4 per thousand. ‘This death-rate is the same as in the 
previous week, and is 0'2 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 48, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 183. The former are 27 fewer than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 11 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 25, and are 8 more than in the 
previous week, 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 54°-6, 
being 1°:0 above that for the previous week, but 5°°8 below that for the curres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°92 inch.

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The population figures published in this week’s Report are those ascertained by 
the recent Census. They show that the population of the Sixteen Large Burghs 
collectively amounts to 2,453,319 as compared with an estimate hitherto in use of 
2,447,500. The birth and death rates of recent weeks have been adjusted 
accordingly. 

During the week ending 27th June 1931 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, the births of 991 living children, the deaths of 
578 persons, and 473 marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by 
the exclusion of those of non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents 
dying elsewhere in Scotland is 542. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 21-1 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 10-1, and the death-rate (corrected) 11°5. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°2 more than in the previous week, but 0:5 below 
the average. The marriage-rate is 1:2 more than in the previous week, and 1-0 
above the average. ‘The death-rate is 0°6 more than in the previous week, but 0°9 
below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 17°‘8 in Kilmarnock 
and 15°7 in Coatbridge, to 4:5 in Dunfermline and 5:7 in Ayr. Relatively high 
death-rates occurred in Hamilton (15-2), in Aberdeen (12°8), in Falkirk (12°8), in 
Dundee (12°5), in Greenock (11:9) and in Edinburgh (11-8).

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 18:0 in Perth and 
16°6 in Clydebank, to 6°0 in Paisley and 10°0 in Aberdeen and in Falkirk.

They include 
none from typhoid fever, 21 from measles (all of which occurred in Glasgow), 3 
from svarlet fever, 1 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 4 from influenza, 
1 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 2 from other epidemic diseases, of which 1 was 
ascribed to erysipelas and 1 to lethargic encephalitis. Compared with the number in 
the previous week, deaths from measles are 3 more, and from scarlet fever 2 more, 
but those from diphtheria, from influenza, and from cerebro-spinal fever each 
number the same, while from whooping-cough they are 1 fewer, and from other 
epidemic diseases 1 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 64, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 1'4 per thousand. This death-rate is 0°2 more than in the 
previous week, but is 0°7 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 81, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 213. The former are 24 more than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 12 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 27, and are 1 more than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 40°-9, 
being 2°:4 below that for the previous week, and 3°°5 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year.

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 92, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 2°0 per thousand. This death-rate is 0:1 less than in the 
previous week, and is 1‘0 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 80, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 227. The former are 9 more than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 6 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 22, and are 3 fewer than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 43°°9, 
being 0°'7 below that for the previous week, but 4°°8 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°21 inch.

These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 11 per thousand. They include 
none from typhoid fever, 33 from measles, | from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 3 from diphtheria, 7 from influenza, 2 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 4 from 
other epidemic diseases, of which 2 were ascribed to erysipelas and 2 to lethargic 
encephalitis. Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths from 
measles are 6 more, from other epidemic diseases 3 more, and from influenza 2 more, 
but those from cerebro-spinal fever number the same, while from scarlet fever they 
number 1 fewer, from diphtheria 1 fewer, and from whooping-cough 2 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbeved 97, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 2°1 per thousand. This death-rate is 0:1 more than in the 
previous week, but is 1-3 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 90, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 253. The former are 10 more than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 26 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 27, and are 5 more than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 45°°0, 
being 1°:1 above that for the previous week, and 8°'3 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°29 inch.

These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 1°0 per thousand. They include 
none from typhoid fever, 21 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 5 from diphtheria, 6 from influenza, 6 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 6 from 
other epidemic diseases, of which 3 were ascribed to erysipelas, 2 to dysentery and 1 
to lethargic encephalitis. Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths 
from cerebro-spinal fever are 4 more, from diphtheria 2 more, from other epidemic 
diseases 2 more and from whooping-cough 1 more, but those from scarlet fever 
numbered the same, while from influenza they are 1 fewer and from measles 12 
fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 102, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 2°2 per thousand. This death-rate is 0:1 more than in the 
previous week, but is 10 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 101, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 250. The former are 11 more than in the previous 
week, but the latter are 3 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 27, and are the same as in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 41°-6, 
being 3°°4 above that for the previous week, and 0°°6 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year.

Compared with 
the number in the previous week, deaths from measles are 16 more, from whooping- 
cough 2 more, and from diphtheria 2 more, but those from influenza numbered 
the same, while from cerebro-spinal fever they are 2 fewer.

These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 1:4 per thousand. They include 
none from typhoid fever, 46 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 4 from diphtheria, 4 from influenza, 3 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 3 from 
other epidemic diseases, of which 2 were ascribed to erysipelas, and 1 to lethargic 
encephalitis. Compared with the number in the previous week, deaths from measles 
are 9 more, from scarlet fever 4 more, and from other epidemic diseases 3 more, but 
those from cerebro-spinal fever are 1 fewer, from whooping-cough 2 fewer, from 
influenza 2 fewer, and from diphtheria 3 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 103, and equalled an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 2:2 per thousand. This death-rate is 0-1 more than in the 
previous week, but is 1°5 below the average. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 97, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 267. The former are 1 more than in the previous 
week, and the latter are 54 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 16, and are 1 more than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 40°:0, 
being 4°°6 below that for the previous week, but 3°°8 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°84 inch.
